Friends of George MoCurdy,
formerly president of Common Council, who
witk defeated for the Orphans’ Court by
Judge Dallett last year, are bringing hlm
forward as a possibllity for the vacuney
caused by the death of Judge Dallett last
weak.

A peculinr constitutional snarl. has de-
veloped over the appointment of Judge Dal-
lett’s successor, There are two conflieting
sectlions of the State Constitution that Bov-
ofn the naming of 4 new Judge. (ne sec-
tlon would require the placing of candidutes
on the ticket for election this fall and the
other would permit the Governor to name
a new Judge, who would serve until Jan-
uury 1920,

Judge Dallett died last Thursday, which
was more than two months, but less than
three monthe, hefore election day, One sec-
tion of the Constitution says that his sue.
cessor should be elected this full, hecause
the vacancy ocourred more than two months
before election day. The other wectlon sayvs
that since the vacancy did not ocour withiy
three months Judge Dallott's successor ghall
